REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 


Palermo in the year 1970 


Public health nursing is a part of the total commun- 
ity health program, and is provided by a staff member of 
the Division of Public Health Nursing. The objectives are 
to prevent disease and disability, to improve or maintain 
the health of individuals, and to give assistance to 
patients and their families in solving health problems, 
whether they are physical, emotional, or mental. 

Eighty visits were made directly to patients and 
their families, and nineteen visits were made to physi- 
cians, social workers, school personnel and others in their 
behalf. Fifty-two visits were made to the infant and pre- 
school age group, and forty-eight to school children and 
adults. The nurse accepted fourteen new patients, six 
referred by families, four by school personnel. Seven 
patients resolved their health problems. 

School personnel and volunteer health workers co- 
operated with the nurse to assist John Barnard, M. D., 
with school health activities. Thirty-eight children in se- 
lected grades were given medical examinations to 
promote good health and to give each child this exper- 
ience. Five parents were present and five others were 
contacted by the nurse when further care for a child was 
recommended. 

School children whose parents requested the service 
were given immunization against disease by the physician. 
For the first time protection against German measles 
was given to children in kindergarten through grade six 
at a separate clinic. 
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Thirty-nine persons in kindergarten and seventh 
grade and school personnel requested and were given a 
skin test for the detection of tuberculosis. All were 
negative. 

The public health nurse oriented three volunteer 
workers and school personnel in the vision screening test 
program. Volunteers have tested the children and will 
refer children with probable defect to the nurse for 
appropriate follow-up. 

Your nurse discussed the school health program with 
parents, and obtained the medical history of each child 
as part of the pre-school registration. 

Infant and pre-school age children not under the 
care of a private physician were invited to attend child 
health conferences in the Town of China. This service 
offers continuous health supervision. The attending phy- 
sician, Z. E. Matthews, M. D., gives each child medical 
examination, counseling, and immunizations as necessary.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Palermo: 


Submitted herewith is my second annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Educational costs continue to spiral even with a “hold 
the line’’ attitude upon the part of your School Committee. 
The School Committee is requesting an appropriation for 
the municipal year 1971 of $66,800.00. This is an in- 
crease of $10,800.00 over the appropriation for the mu- 
nicipal year 1970. State General Purpose Aid has de- 
creased by $1,417.25 for the municipal year of 1971. 
Total increase in the school budget for the municipal 
year of 1971 over the expenditures for the municipal 
year of 1970 is $20,958.95. Of this amount $3,662.05 is 
an increasse in the instructon account and $17,712.34 is 
an increasse in the tuition account. 

The elementary enrollment as of October 1, 1970 
shows an increase of 9 students over the October 1, 1969 
enrollment and the high school enrollment shows a gain 
of 6 students over the October 1, 1969 enrollment. It 
appears that the combined grade 1 and 2 will number 35 
for the school year 1971-72. 

The work on the school kitchen is progressing satis- 
factorily and will be completed during the February 
vacation. The new septic disposal system has not been 
started because of the inability to secure an easement on 
or the purchase of a small strip of land behind the school 
across which the line to the disposal field must run. 
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The School Administrative District Study Commit- 
tee is progressing slowly but satisfactorily and will sub- 
mit a feasibility report in the near future. 


I urge each one of you to contact your representa- 
tives to the State Legislature and impress upon them that 
the Town of Palermo needs increased State assistance 
in providing an educational opportunity for the young 
people of the Town. 


I wish to thank all the citizens of Palermo for the 
cooperation extended me during the past municipal year. 


The usual financial and statistical data follows this 
part of the report.
